Yet, as one marvel after another 
appeared on the small screen, all 
I could think was, ‘That doesn’t 
half look like an out-take from 
The Mummy.’ 

And it did, too, with all those 
shaven-headed men dressed in 
loincloths, labouring away in the 
service of the pharoah. How nice 
that Five, for once, is running 
something half decent. 

And it contained one absolute 
gem: namely, that one of the most 
successful pharoahs ever, 
Hatshepsut, was a woman. She 
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actually led armies into war, 
conquered parts of Africa and 
built one of the biggest temples 
in Egypt. which we were 
occasionally able to admire when 
the graphics stopped and a bit of 
photography was allowed in. 


Tribute 

And what happened after her 
death? Her male successors, 
horrified at the thought that a 
woman had been the most 
powerful Egyptian of her day, 
rubbed out her face from the 
temple. Typical. 

Not that the pharoahs were an 
overtly modest lot. Each one 
seemed set on producing an even 
greater tribute to himself than 
the last, hence the huge numbers 


of temples, pyramids and, of 
course, the Sphinx, the lion with 
a human head in Egypt. 

Ramesses II seemed keen on 
leaving a little something to 
posterity, given that he 
commissioned not one, but two 
69ft statues of himself. 

*Building on an enormous scale 
never daunted the pharaohs," 
said one expert, and he could 
have said that again as we were 
treated to views of one vast 
temple complex after another. It 
got more and more like The 
Mummy as it went on. 

Ramesses IPs tomb is 
constructed so that light reaches 
the innermost sanctum just twice 
a year. Come on, how Hollywood 
is that?

ENGLAND are facing a batting crisis just four 
days before the first Test against South Africa. 


Skipper Michael Vaughan scored an unbeaten 82 in 
their final warm-up match against the South African A 
team here yesterday but the rest of the England top order 


flopped. 


England will resume in today’s final day leading by just 
98 on 154-7 after Vaughan rode his luck to guide his side 
clear of the disaster which beckoned at 3-3. But 
Lancashire all-rounder Andrew Flintoff reports there is 
little concern in the dressing-room and insisted there is 


more than enough practice 
time to get things righ 
before the start of the five- 
Test series. 

“Speaking for myself, it 
would have been nice to get 
a few more runs and spend 
more time out in the mid- 
dle before Friday but since 
Tve got here, I’ve worked 
hard,” said Flintoff, who 
was out for 21 yesterday. 

“T’ve spent a lot of time 
in the nets and I’ve los 
count of the number of 
throw-downs that I and 
Robert Key have thrown at 
each other. We’ve netted 
hard as well and will prob- 
ably have a couple more 
nets before Friday. 


“Tt would have been nice 
to spend more time in the 
middle but the important 
thing is getting myself 
right for Friday. 

Flintoff, who claimed 
three wickets as South 
Africa A lost their last five 
wickets for 20 runs, did 
admit England's perfor- 
mance as a whole during 
this match has not been up 
to the standards they 
hoped for at the start of a 
tour. 

“Its not really gone to 
plan but I thought we did 
well to come back today,” 
he said. 

Mark Butcher heads the 
list of England players 
with question marks over 
their form as they 
approach Friday's opening 
Test in Port Elizabeth. 
Surrey left-hander 
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from RODNEY WHITE 
E in Potchefstroom 
Butcher has had three 
innings on the tour, faced 
only 29 balls and scored 
nine runs. 

No wonder he volunteered 
for an extra net session 
immediately after suffering 
a dubious leg-before deci- 
sion as England slumped 
into trouble yesterday. 

Marcus Trescothick and 
Andrew Strauss also fell 
cheaply as England lost 
three wickets inside the 
first four overs of their 
reply. 

Vaughan shared a useful 
45-run stand with Geraint 
Jones after being dropped 
at short leg on 15, but 
Graham Thorpe's lack of 
runs is also a worry for 
England after he was out 
for 11.
